Slamese to face Europeans would be the 
height of absurdity. The population of Siam, 
crushed by centaries of slavery and oppression, 
without a apark of patriotism, or.an atom of.love 
for‘King or religion, offers but sorry materfal for 
defence against forign aggression. To suppose 
that the inhabitants would rise agalnat o 
tobable invader, as in Burmah or Tong-King, 
js out of the range of probabillty, The kingdom 
of Siam is composed of a heterogeneous populas 
Yon, differing from each other In origln, 
language, and customs, an, aggregation of 
tributary states without unity, centralisation, or 
asingle bord of sympathy which could induce 
them to defend acommon cause. 
“Defences, natural or artificial, there are 
practically none. There are a few antiquated 
atone farts along the river, and great rellance {s 
placed on the fact that foreign men-of-war are 
unable to enter the river owing to the dangerous 
barat it is.mouth.
